Lesson YY. Forgiveness, the Cure of Sin. 

EVEN A SLIGHT KNOWLEDGE of God’s Truth 
has healed case after case through removing 
fear and restoring confidence in Life and Health 
as greater powers than disease and death. 

Many acaptive has been set free from the 
bonds of sickness and sorrow, misery and pov- 
erty, just through the realization that these 
things are subject to mind and that they are not 
necessary evils, since they have no part or place 
in the true life. 

To begin to be conscious of our freedom 
from the law of an evil and fleshly inheritance 
(Lesson 7), and that we are not in bondage to 
the laws of physical causation (Lesson 8), is 
sufficient to cast off multitudes of the ills that 
flesh seems to be heir to, and day after day the 
student sees himself released from daily afflic- 
tions and annoyances. He does not catch cold 
now through fears of draft or damp, knowing 
that he is Spirit and cannot be affected by 
material changes. He does not suffer from in- 
digestion, for he has ceased to give power to his 
food. He no longer thinks he must have heart 


disease or consumption, cancer or rheumatism 


because his earthly parents suffered from it. 


Many evils vanish from his life through the 


very first shining of the rays of knowledge. 
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With the prophet he has learned, ‘‘ My people 


are destroyed for lack of knowledge” (Hos. 4:6), 


and that even a superficial knowledge has great 


restoring power in it. 

But there are some conditions which do not 
seem to yield so readily as others — conditions 
which are called chronic, and these, we must 
know, leave only upon the erasure of sin, or 
some secret belief in evil called sin, by the one 
who is showing forth the inharmonious, chron 
condition. 

Mosr CHRONIC CASES are caused by belief 

on someone’s part: they are the out- 
picturing of a belief in sinning or in being 
sinned against, usually both. 

**Why do good people so often suffer with 
chronic diseases?” will be naturally asked. It 
is true they seem to be perfect in character, but 
ask them whether tiey are without sin and they 


will tell you they are far from sinless no mat- 


ter how peaceful they may seem externally, 
there is often a fierce battle raging within. An 
accusing conscience lies at the root of their 
disease, and not until they stop condemning 
themselves can they be free from the law of 
condemnation which is always delivering the 
accused to the judge who delivers to the officer 
who casts into prison.— Matt 5:25. 
As mortals we cannot say we are without 
‘If we say we have no sin, we deceive 
ourselves”? (1 John 1:8), as even Paul says, 
‘‘For I know that in me, (that is, in my flesh, ) 
7:10. It is 


dwelleth no good thing.’”’-—Rom. 7 


only as the Son of the Most High, God’s image, 


that we can say, ‘‘I am holy, sanctified, perfect 
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as my heavenly Father and cannot sin. 

Good men and women are suffering because, 
while they are doing good outwardly, they have 
not been able to do good within. They are ful- 
filling the letter of the mozal law but not its 
spirit. 

THE LETTER AND THE Spirit of the law. 
Not only must a man put away evil from his 
acts and words, but also he must put it away 
from his thoughts. The invalid who, while 
calm and patient outwardly, is attacked in 
thought with impatience and bitterness must 
learn a law by which she can control her 
thoughts and be as serene and sweet within as 
she is without, then shall her ‘‘health spring 
forth speedily.” The man who ‘‘cannot for- 
get,’’ even while he claims to forgive, is not on 
the road that leads to Immortal Health. 

Jesus came toa religious nation who were 
most punctilious in fulfilling the letter of the 
Mosaic law, but their thoughts were not in 
Truth. Few of them had realized the power of 
their minds, therefore they needed One who 


was in active knowledge and demonstration of 


the power of thinking to show them how to live 


so as to bring to pass the results of whole- 
hearted obedience to the laws which they had 
received from Moses and the Prophets. 

IN THE SERMON ON THE Mowunr Jesus shows 
that a man must cease to kill in mind as well as 
in deed, that he must be chaste in thought as 
well as outwardly, that he must not steal men- 
tally, such as envy and covetousness, nor return 
evil for good even in thought. The good people 


of today who are in pain and trouble and want 
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are learning to take these as signs that some- 
thing is wrong. They cry, ‘‘I do not steal, I 
do not lie, I do not commit adultery, I do by 
my neighbor as I would be done by. Why is it 
then that I am so afflicted?” And again, the 
Truth is sounding, **Except your righteousness 
shall exceed the righteousness of the scribes 
and Pharisees, ye shall in no case enter into 
the kingdom of heaven. Matt. 5:20. 
ANGER Overcome. Let us consider some of 
the directions for Right Living which Jesus 
ve in the Great Discourse. He 
have heard that it was said by them o 
Thou shalt not kill, and whosoeve1 
shall be in danger of judgment: but I sav unto 
you That whosoever is angry with his brothe 


is in danger of the judgment.’’— Matt. 5:21, 22 


That is, not only must a man refrain from kill- 


ing with his hands and his words but also he 
must refrain from all angry ‘thinking. Are you 
impatient ? Must you continually suppress 
anger? Do you allow your temper to foam and 
ferment within? Where do you think such 
force goes? It is plain to be seen how the 
character and circulation of the blood is influ- 
enced by angry thinking— how the face pales 
or flushes under such emotion. And when it is 
considered how blood is becoming tissue and 
fibre of organs, muscles and bones. one can 
readily see how angry blood makes angry organs, 
muscles and bones, which then show forth 


tumors, cancers, irritating and inflamed dis- 


eases of all kinds. This is the judgment we 
are in danger of. 

Our judgment is not put off until some future 
Day of Judgment. Every day the false thoughts 
are being separated from the true, the false 
joining the conditions of evil, torment, pain, 
disease, etc., and the true entering into the rest 
of their Lord, the Good. If we let our con- 
sciousness be identified with the untrue, then it 
will seem to be ourselves that are tormented 
and suffer with pain and sorrow. We cannot 
be angry at all, else we come under the old law 
of Moses, which condemns and punishes. 

God is Love and in him is no anger at all. 
You, as the child of God, are the image of pure, 
changeless Love, and in your true nature no 
evil temper can abide. Ve lude ourselves if 
we ever justify anger in ourselves or in others. 
It rises from a belief in the lity evil and 
believing in our impotency to cope with it. 


Trueness to our principle, Good is the only 


Real Power, will strike right at the root of every 


false emotion and heal us torever of all anger. 

In so far that you do not sfeak angry words, 
or commit angry deeds, well and good. This is 
fulfilling the /e/¢er of the law, and now you are 
ready to fulfill the Spirit of the law by xo? 
thinking angry thoughts. 

To put away from us forever all angry think- 
ing is to put out all malice, revenge, resent- 
ment, impatience, hatred, spitefulness, and _ all 
the murderous brood from us forever. Watch 
your thoughts continuously, and let only the 
Christ-Love reign in your heart and mind. To 


every angry thought say, ‘‘I know you not,” or 
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‘*You are not of me,”’ or ‘*No,” or ‘‘There is 
no evil,” or ‘‘It is nothing,’”’ some form of true 
denial which ‘‘prepares the way of the Lord,” 
getting the mind ready to entertain the true 
thought — the Christ, ‘‘ Love is all,’’ ‘‘ Peace,” 
‘“‘Almighty Good reigns,” affirmations of the 
True. 

The Spirit will inspire you with some word 
or sentence, to which you can always resort the 
instant the temper begins to rise. One student 


was healed by using the sentence, ‘‘Love is 


patient and kind;” another found great help in 


‘*All is Good :”’ a third would watch her breath 
and heart and say, ‘‘ Peace! be still,” over and 
over until unmoved. 

The word of Truth must be spoken for your 
neighbor also that needs to be redeemed from 
angry passions. In order that you may be 
wholly torgiven (that is, have given the Christ- 
thought in place of evil-thinking), you must 
forgive others (that is, give to them the Christ- 
thought in place of evil-thing). Has someon: 
you know an evil temper? Does someone con- 
tinually scold and fret and find fault? Tell 
them the Truth about themselves —tell it men- 
tally, ‘‘You are the child of Love, and Love 
rules your every thought. You are, in your real 
self, gentle and loving, patient and kind. God 
is your Peace. Christ reigns in your heart. 
You love to be kind and gentle. God bless 
you. 

Give them this bread of life at all times and 
never withhold your hand. God shows you 
how to forgive, for it is God in you who is 


really forgiving. 


Many people are healed of old chronic dis- 
eases just by getting rid of their tempers, or 
some old secret revengefulness or resentment, 
or some poisonous hatred. 

Lust Cast Our. The next commandment 
Jesus refers to is, ‘‘Thou shalt not commit 
adultery.”’ He then proceeds to show that lust- 
ful thoughts must be rooted out of the heart in 
order to be free from adulterous consequences, 
disease in the body, and disorder in affairs. 

Our thinking must be pure and holy. ‘Ye 
shall be holy for I am holy.”— Lev. 11:44. To 
cleanse the mind of impure thoughts realize 
that they are not yours, that they are not real, 
they are nothing. The only one who thinks in 
us is God, and God is pure, and thoughts 
which He does not have are vanity and nothing- 
ness. Do not fight them. Do not condemn 
yourself or another for them. But continually 
think ‘‘Christ thinks in me now—I am pure, 
lam holy, lam clean. God is the only pres- 
ence in my heart.”’ 

If others seem to be possessed by impure 
thinking, speak the same words to them. Do 
not feel that you can be contaminated by theit 
presence. Jesus Christ touched the lepers, 
contrary to the Hebrew law, and he was not 
harmed, whereas they were cleansed. Do not 
condemn. Remember Jesus’ words to the adul- 
teress, ‘‘ Neither do I condemn thee, go and 
sin no more.”—John 8:11. This is *‘casting 


out devils.”” A man may be so possessed of a 


false idea that he may seem the walking person- 


ification of that idea, and so misers, fanatics, 


people ‘‘out of their mind” are said to be 
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obsessed or possessed of devils. The healing 
of such is through the healer realizing there is 
but One Idea to be possessed of and that is the 
Christ. See everyone as pure in God. See 
the Holy One in all. Do not dwell upon the 
actions and speech of the personality, but think 
of the Pure One. ‘‘Blessed are the pure in 
heart for they shall see God.”’-—— Matt. 5:8. 
INJURY AND Imposition Overcome.  ‘*Ye 
have heard that it hath been said an eye for an 


eye and a tooth for a tooth, but I say unto you 


that ye resist not evil.””— Matt. 5:38, 39. Evil 


has never been destroyed by meeting it with 
evil. Good is the only power that can anni- 
hilate evil. As long as we are sensitive to evil 
and recognize it as a power it will seem to coms 
into our lives. By meeting the hand that is 
raised to strike you with loving, fearless knowl- 
edge that you cannot be injured, and your 
assailant does not really wish to hurt you, th 
threatening hand cannot touch you. By meet- 
ing the arrows of:sarcasm and criticism with 
active love-thoughts, even though not a word 
is spoken by you, the unkind remarks will fall 
flat and stingless. Deny ail sense of injury, 
imposition, and wrong which you may seem to 
have, and look faithfully for the false appear- 
ances to be taken out of your life. They may 
seem to remain as long as you can feel them 
vil. The instant you cease to care about them, 
they will seem almost miraculously to fade out 
of your life. 

LovE YOUR ENEMIES (Matt. 5:44), by seek- 
ing for God in them, who is your friend. Meet 


them in soul and realize that in Spirit each 
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understands and loves the other. Personal 
actions and evil ways do not count, and cannot 
deceive you. Convert all your enemies into 
friends by steadfastly remembering their divine 
Sonship and what they are to God, who is their 
Life and Power to be, as well as yours. 

JupGE Nor that ye be not judged.—Matt. 7:1. 
De not talk about the evil in others. Do not 
call attention to the evils in another. The 
Word of the Christ is, ‘‘I judge no man.” 
John 8:15. Your word is, ‘‘I judge no man.” 

Have that Love for all that sees no faults. 
If you would not speak about the faults of your 
best beloved, then do not speak of the faults 
of any. | It is said, ‘‘ Love is blind,’ because 
Love sees no evil in the loved one. Love has 
the true sight, for it sees only the Good. ‘‘Love 
thinketh no evii.”—JI Cor. 13:5. You are one 
with Love in thinking no evil.” 

SELFISHNESS. The one head under which all 
false beliefs called sins are said to come is 
selfishness. And the error of selfishness arises 
from thinking there is another self besides God. 
‘*Hear, O Israel, the Lord our God is one 
Lord.”’— Mark 12:29. There is only One Self, 
God. And God owns all things, and nothing 
can be taken from Him. There is no stealing 
from God. All happiness, all possessions are 
His, therefore yours, you being in Him. There 
is no envy with God, no covetousness, for all is 


His. To be desirous of the world’s goods, 


which are vanity, is the error called covetous- 


ness. 


God gives free ly of His Love and Huis 
honors, and His glory. There is no jealousy 


with God. He who is afraid of losing his right- 


ful share of love, or his rightful praise, is in 
error of jealousy and a false self-love. Let him 
learn that the love that changes is not real, nor 
the praise that is misplaced lasting. He is 
truly healed of jealously as he realizes that 
Love given to another does not lessen his share, 
and praise given to another does not take from 
him. There is only One who is glorified in all 
expression of appreciation, the great Life and 
Spirit of us all. 

IGNORANCE 1s the cause of sinning. In the 
Bible the word sin means ‘‘ missing the mark,’’ 
a term applied to an archer whose arrow has 
failed in its flight. We are all aiming at the 
mark Happiness, and whoever is not attaining 
Eternal Happiness is ‘‘ missing the mark.” All 
sin is ignorance. Ignorance of what is sin? 
No. Not ignorance of what is evil or sin. The 
veriest savage has his ideas of a right and a 
wrong and holds something as a sin, for which 
there should be a punishing. The ignorance is 
the false idea of what will bring happiness or at 
least satisfaction. 

The murderer thinks it is to his satisfaction 
to kill. He soon proves how ignorant he has 
been through the sufferings, either within or 
without, that he has brought upon himself. 
The embezzler sees no way out of some dilemma 
but to steal. Here is ignorance of the fact that 
God is his salvation, and that faithfulness to 
Principle, God, can lift him out of any trouble 
no matter how complicated. 
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The only way to set the sinner free is to 


dissolve him in each one by the pure words of 
Truth, declaring the unreality of the sinner and 
sin and the Reality of the Sinless One — th 
Son of God. This is done by the Mind putting 
away from the human heart and recognition all 


thought of committing sin, all accusing others 
of sin, and all meditation upon sin as a real 
presence and power. 

The divine gift of dissolving sinful desires 
and intents of the heart and destroying thei 
consequences (misery in body, mind and cir- 
cumstances) is called in the Gospel: 

THE ForGIVENESS OF SIN. This God-power 
is now vested in you as the manifestation of 
God in the flesh (called the Son of man in th 
scriptures). ‘‘ That ye may know that the Son 
of man hath power on earth to forgive sins ” 
(Matt. 9:6), Jesus proved by freeing a man 
whom sin had bound with palsy. ‘‘For the 
Father judgeth no man, but hath committed all 
judgment unto the Son and hath given him 
authority to execute judgment also, because 
he is the Son of man.’”’— John 5:22,27. 

For every error, mistake, sin, which come: 
to any of our senses we are to give the Truth, 
that is, just the opposite. The derivation of 
the word for-give, ‘‘to give for,’’ will serve to 
keep one in mind of its original power. It 
substitutes for a sin the opposite virtue, thus to 
forgive adultery in another is to cleanse them of 
adulterous desire and call forth the purity in 
them; to forgive hate is to cause love to spring 
up in its place. 

True forgiveness is just as substantial an act

as the giving of money is said to be, and as God 
works through man to carry out His benevolent 
designs towards the weak and poor, so Ged 
erases sin by working through the mind of man 
to send healing, loving thoughts towards thos« 
who seem in the delusion of sinful, unwhole- 
some minds and lives. 

We are not only to forgive (1) those who 
sin against us personally, but also (2) those 
who sin against our beloved, and (3) those who 
sin against the lovable and innocent anywhere 
upon the earth. 

There must be no limit to our forgiveness. 
Some errors seem so deeply rooted that it re- 
quires angelic patience and deific persistency in 
order to eradicate them. Therefore, when Peter 
asked Jesus how often he should forgive his, 
‘‘Until seven times? Jesus saith unto him, I 
say not unto thee, until seven times: but, until 
seventy times seven. ’’— Matt. 18:21, 22. 

True forgiveness cleanses and_ sanctifies 
those who are receptive to it. And the out- 
picturing of this divine process is in being 
cleansed of the corrupting disease which was 
caused by the sin, and in having purer, holier 
motives and thoughts. 

‘¢Forgive us our debts as we forgive our 
debtors. ””-— Matt. 6:12. ‘‘If ye do not forgive, 
neither will your Father which is in heaven for- 
give your trespasses.’’— Mark 11:26. As you 
give to others true, righteous thoughts and see 
them good, spiritual and lovable, you will make 
yourself receptive to the same thoughts that are 


ever radiating from the Father’s presence. 


God does not cease to forgive; it is wayward 
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man that ceases to receive. We must be recep- 
tive to the divine presence, ¢ Ise it will not seem 
to exist for us. 

If you wish to be forgiven a certain vice, you 
must silently and faithfully speak the Word that 
sets others free from that same vice. 

It is God in you—the Good, Truth in you 
—that is the forgiving power. 

As long as one believes in sin, so long will 
he believe in punishment for sin, and no one 
can escape the effect of sin, suffering, but by 
the putting away from him all sinful thinking, 
speaking and doing. 

If we believe another ought to be punished 
for sin, that punishment is as likely to come to 
us as to the other, although we may not consider 
ourselves as deserving of punishment. So the 
only true attitude of mind is to be glad and 
willing to see everyone set free from punishment 
and to be an instrument in the Divine hands for 
the consummation of this great work, by being 
glad and willing to give the Truth to everyone 
who will receive it in place of the error which 
they seem to be holding. For the only freedom 
from punishment is in knowing the Truth. 

Men and women who are leading sinful lives 
and are not suffering for it are free thus far, 
because they have not yet come under their own 
condemnation, nor care for the condemnation of 
others. There will come a time when they will 
desire to rise above their present limitations — 
someone will come into their lives whose love 
and respect they will begin to desire —then 
there must be a change, and, alas! for them, if 


perversity and unbelief, because of much in- 
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iquity will cause them to be long in accepting 
the Truth that will make them free. 

Pecple who are suffering keenly are often 
nearer the Truth than those who are content 
with selfish, impure living. And those are not 
the greatest sinners who have the most dis- 
eases. No one knows established health but the 
Sinless One. ‘‘ Those eighteen upon whom the 
tower in Siloam fell, and slew them, think ye 
that they were sinners above all men that dwelt 
in Jerusalem? I tell you, Nay: but except ye 
repent ye shall ali likewise perish. ’’— Luk

Pity AND INDIGNATION at the manifestation 


of a wrong, are strong powers which must be 
turned to usefulness in thwarting the injurious 
ettects that seem imminent. These two forces 
have their source in the sense ot love and 
justice and therefore should be used to accom- 
plish these ends. If you see an animal receiv- 
ing cruel blows, instead of letting your pity be 
wasted in a feeling of impotence and misery, 
send your love in warm living currents to the 
Life in the creature, declaring: ‘‘ Your life is 
the life of God, protected and kept from all 
harm. No blows can hurt you. Good isthe 
only power in you and around you;’’ and to 
the master say, ‘* The Wisdom and Love of 
God work through you to bring forth the Good 
you wish,” or words of like nature. Your word 
will take away all the sting from the lash and 
bring the inflictor to true consciousness. 

If you see a widow being defrauded by a 
dishonest money-grabber, do not let your 1n- 


dignation be wasted in anger and powerless 
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denunciation. You may be mistaken in your 
judgment of the whole affair. Instead of dwell- 
ing upon the evil of the situation, say to him: 
‘*You desire only Good and in your true self 
you work for her highest Good as well as yours, 
and find your joy in it;” and to her you say, 
‘‘Everything he does is a blessing, a help, and 
an advantage to you; God protects you,’’ and 
your word shall not return to you void. 
Wherever there appears to be a sinner o1 
one sinned against, there is your opportunity fot 
the exercise of your divinely ordained task of 


forgiveness through Almighty Love.

Intuition will reveal to you what particular 
belief in sin you are to dissolve with the word 
of Truth; but if you are not yet cognizant of 
this impressional nature, then you can about 
cover the ground by denying the reality 
power of selfishness, pride, avarice, en 
ousy and malice. 

One method of treatment is continually real- 
izing the Divine Character and Man’s_ unity 
with It.

* Where do you do all your work?” I once asked 
a class of students, and each one replied according 
to his own personal environments. 

One went to astore; another “stayed at home ;” 
someone else took a long circuitous route to get to 
his “place of business,” and thought it “pretty 
hard lines” because he was obliged to do so; ( self- 
pity is ever nigh), and so on. 

But you haven’t auswered my question, I per- 
sisted. I want to know where you do all you work ; 
and the remainder of the time that evening was 
spent in finding out. 

If I were to ask you the same question, what 
would your answer be? 

A workshop there is, and it iscommon to each 


one of us, by which I mean to say, that we all do 
our work in the same place. We each use the same 
kind of tools, and the skill and dexterity with which 
we handle them determines our degree of work- 


manship. 
All this is news to you?) There is a great deal of 
news abroad now-a-days. 

To be told that we do not live in our bodies is 
news to many. Some people will go so far as to tell 
you they do not believe it ; and others — well-mean- 
ing persons, too— have told me they did not thank 
me for any such information. 

But you and I know that our bodies are the 
instruments through which we meet or communi- 
cate with the external world. We use our bodies 
as a carpenter uses his tools, and we have our own 
set of tools with which to do our work. 

You and I, and everyone else, are souls, now; 
and when we say “my hand,” ‘‘my foot,” “my 
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arm,” or refer to any other part of “my” body — 
the organism through which we (soul) are mani- 
festing Life— we realize that it is something inde- 
pendent of the body which is speaking; and if all 
those who are so loath to part with the beliefs that 
are holding them in error thoughts, would stop and 


consider the matter as you and I have done, they 
would know we are speaking Truth when we say 
that we do not live in our bodies.

Many people come to Kansas City every year 
who find neither resting place or work, not but 
what there is plenty of work, but these people have 
fallen into the hungry attitude with themselves of 
wanting, wanting, seeking, seeking. Jesus Christ 
fed the multitude on the five loaves and two small 
fishes, but that was to show them the supply ever at 
hand, a supply equal to the demand. He did not 
continue feeding them, but slipped away and hid 
himself from them, because he knew that they must 
help themselves. 

Remember, that no matter how much you claim 
poverty, we of Unity do not count you poor but 
exceedingly rich in substance. We recognize it 
around you and in you, and that you are able to 
pour out your riches upon the world.

I want to tell what Christ has done forme. I 
was taken sick in 1897, but having “Science and 
Health,’ and some understanding of Truth, I tried 
to keep on with my farming.

Lesson 7. May 14. 

Christ Betrayed and Arrested. John 18:1-14 

Fhe I am must demonstrate that it is Spirit, 
omnipresent, omniscient, and omnipotent. The first 
step in this demonstration is to send forth the words 
of consummation, just as if it had taken place. 
Jesus spoke such words in the previous chapter, 
John 17. Then these words spoken from the 
powerful standpoint of the I am set up counter 
thought vibrations in the consciousness and there 
is unusual commotion. Because of this chemicali- 
zation which frequently takes place in conscious- 
ness some people refrain from “high statements.” 
But high places in spirituality cannot be attained 
by the faint-hearted. When you perceive the Truth, 
speak the words regardless of consequences. “Hew 
to the line, let the chips fall where they may.” 

After Jesus had made that most transcendently 
beautiful prayer of renunciation of self, as recorded 
in John 17, he had to meet the personal self and 
handle it in an orderly way, that the “scripture 
might be fulfilled,” or the prescribed order through 
which man passes from one plane of consciousness 
to another be carried out. Character building is 
according to exact scientific laws, and every thougiht 
generates a current that goes to clothe in form some 
faculty of the mind. These facuities are God-given, 
and man is held responsible for the forms in which 


they appear. He cannot set them aside with the 


arbitrary word of their nothingness, but must deal 
with them in an intelligent manner.

After Jesus, the I am, had made the renunciation 
of self, he had to deal with the various forms of self 
in the world and in his own consciousness. There 
is an impersonal thought current of selfishness in 


the race consciousness which we all touch when we 
deal with the things of this world. We call it the 
cold selfishness of the world. The brook Cedron, 
verse 1, means in the original Greek “winter tor- 
rent,” and the * garden” locates it in the world of 
universal thought. But this is a small matter com- 
pared to that great personal self in the subjective 
consciousness, Judas, who knows the place, and 
takes advantage of its darkness to capture the I am. 
He comes with a “band” (combative thoughts) and 
“officers from the chief priests and Pharisees,” (the 
ideas of priestly authority and religious guidance 
from the standpoint of the letter), “lanterns, torches 
and weapons,” (light of the intellect, torch of reason, 
and foree of circumstances). 

But Jesus knows that these must be met, and he 
boldly stands forth and says, “Whom seek ye? 
They answered him, Jesus of Nazareth. Jesus 
saith unto them Iam.” (The ke is not in the ori- 
ginal Greek and should be omitted, not only here 
but in nearly every place in scripture where Jesus 
uses Iam.) “As soon then as he had said unto them 
I am, they went backward and fell to the ground.” 
This is to show us how to retain the distinctive 
power of the I am, by constantly affirming ourselves 
to be it, in spite of the apparent subjugation to 
temporary circumstances. 

Your faith (Peter) in the righteousness of your 
“ause may lead you to combat the thoughts of the 
ruling religious powers, and in your impetuosity 
you resent their counsel (Malchies, counselor), and 
deny their capacity to receive truth (“cut off his 
right ear’), but good judgment and a broad compre- 
hension of the divine overcoming, through which 
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you are passing, causes you to adopt pacific means. 
* Put up thy sword into thy sheath.” 

“The cup which my Father hath given me” is 
the consciousness of eternal life. This must be at- 
tained through an utter crossing out or crucifixion 
of the personal self, both on its objective and sub- 
jective planes of volition; hence “they led him 
away,” that other processes of the divine law might 
be carried out.

Christ Before the High Priest. John 18:15-27. 

Every realm of thought in the consciousness has 
its ruling centre, or directive will, which has been 
established by the I am. The religious, govern- 
mental and commercial systems in the outer world 
have their prototype in man; in fact, all of these 
have been brought forth from man’s copying the 
thoughts of his mind, and they are sustained by the 
consent of the majority of thinkers. Should the 
preponderance of thought sustenance be withdrawn 
by those who sustain these systems they would 
change their character or disappear. But they 
have become institutions of tenacity and power and 
are not quickly overthrown. When the I am has 
decided to change its range of thought from the 
personal to the impersonal plane of volition it has 
to meet these various ruling institutions in the 
prevailing thought realm, not only within its own 
consciousness but also in the world of which it is 
part. 

Everyone who would know God as the one and 
only ruler of his life must deny all ecclesiastical 
authority of an institutional order. He must know 
God as the Formless Life and Intelligence welling 
up at the centre of his consciousness. He must 
know that “God is Spirit,” and that that Spirit is 
his only source of authority and guidance. From 
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the standpoint of the institution this is blasphemy 
—‘ He maketh himself God ”— and should be pun- 
ished with death. 

When called before this ecclesiastical tribunal 
the I am may need all its powers of realization in 
order to retain its equilibrium. Its strongest facul- 
ties will quail with fear before this religious institu- 
tion which claims to have within its keeping the 
life or death of the soul. Peter (Faith) denied 
Jesus at this critical trial and only John (Love) 
seems to have shown any effort in sustaining him in 
the ordeal. 

But the I am knows its place in Being and stands 
alone in defense of the freedom of the open Truth 
which it has proclaimed and which it continues to 
proclaim. “The Truth shall make you free.” 
* Where the Spirit of the Lord is there is liberty.’, 


Lesson 9. May 28. 
Christ Before Pilate. dohn 18:28-40. 

The most powerful realm of thought in man’s 
consciousness is that pertaining to religion. This 
is because it relates to that which is nearest to the 
source of his being. Although it may not so appear 
at first glance, a close analysis of the whole range 
of human life will reveal that religious convictions 
instigate and shape nearly every act, for under the 
head of religion may be classed everything of a 
moral character. 

Yet it is not the province of religion to carry out 
its own edicts — this is left to the executive depart- 
ment of the consciousness. Jesus condemned by 
conservative religious thought is turned over to 
carnal will (Pilate) to cross-out or crucify. The I 
am cannot be crucified or killed, but the conscious- 
ness that will not accept or advance to its higher 
concepts forces it out of its range of volition and a 
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separation takes place. But the carnal will, having 
no inherent religious convictions, is loth to act upon 
the suggestions of the priestly prompting. It 
would stand aloof from all religious questions with 
the oft-repeated assertion that civil law has nothing 
to do with religion (verse 31). But strive as we 
may we cannot separate our acts from the prompt- 
ings of the realm of thought, and we are forced 
eventually to carry out in act the thought which 
has been generated within, although we frequently 
see that it is based in injustice. 


Here we see the carnal will (Pilate) questioning 
the I am, Jesus, (verse 33), “Art thouthe King of the 
Jews?” or, applying this to the individual, man, he 


would say to himself, “Is there a ruling will over 
my religious nature?” The mortal consciousness 
has no concept of the factors of that higher realm 
within, and believes that it is ruler of the whole 
man. It is jealous of any attempt to usurp its 
power, but when it is assured that the Kingdom 
which the higher self would rule is “not of this 
world,” it finds in him “no fault at all.” 


Lesson 10. dune 4. 
Christ Crucified. dohn 19:17-30. 


The cross represents the crystalization of two 
currents of thought—that state of consciousness 
termed “mortal mind.” The perpendicular bar is 
the inner current of Divine life, and the horizontal 
bar the cross current of human limitation. This is 
the “carnal mind” of Paul also, and it burdens the 
body with its various erroneous beliefs. ‘He bear- 
ing his cross went forth.” The centre of action of 
this mortal mind is in the brain, and it is here that 
it has to be met in the final overcoming which the 
I am undertakes. “A place called the place of a 
skull.” 


It is this mortal mind that dies on its own cross 
—not the I am nor the body. The two that are 
“crucified with him” are denial and aftirmation, or 
the belief in good and evil, duality. “Jesus in the 
midst” represents the steady poise of the Iam. In 
another of the gospels these two are called thieves. 
Jesus tells one that he shail be with him in Paradise, 
which is Affirmation, but the other, Denial, dies 
cursing. This is to show that after the mortal 
has been thoroughly given up (“He gave up the 
ghost”’) there is no further necessity for denial — 
it is lost in its own nothingness or negation. So 
also with the belief in evil. 


The will (Pilate) recognizes the I am as ruler of 
the spiritual consciousness (Jews). He would con- 
fine the power of the I am to that realm, but he 
wrote the legend, “Jesus of Nazareth, the King of 
the Jews,” in three languages, Hebrew, Greek and 
Latin. This means that the word of the 1 am goes 


forth as a ruling suggestion in the realms of the 
Spiritual, the intellectual, and the animal; that the 
doing away with the mortal mind pulls down all 
walls of partition, and the whole man accepts the 
Word of Truth. 

The primal object of clothing is for protection 
against the elements of nature—earth, air, fire, 
water. These in their various combinations make 
what we term heat and cold, and their varying states 
are fixed by the mortal mind. When the body is 
rid of its ruling mortal mind it has no further use 
for clothing, because it is no longer subject to the 
elements; then its garments are “made into four 
parts, to every soldier (powers of the elements) a 
part.” When you deny and give up a mortal 
thought you return to the powers that rule that 
lower realm all the beliefs they claim. The “ ves- 
ture” or under garment “ without seam, woven from 
the top throughout,” is the consciousness of unity,

which is the inner conviction of all things, and 
without it even mortal error itself could not retain 
even a semblance of permanency. Hence, in the 
final relinquishment of the mortal thought realm 
you let go the belief that it has a diversity of causes 
or elements, and one soldier gets the inuer vestment, 
which is an admission of the One Cause, the One 
Unbroken Life running through all manifestation. 

The I am in the final relinquishment of mortal 
thought, and the temporalities which it has woven 
into the consciousness, retains its various forms of 
love. Though it may not take them with it into 
the formless realm cf heavenly bliss where it now 
abides, it provides for them al] in its heart centre. 
(See verses 25, 26 and 27.) 

When the I am has given up all that goes to 
make the personal man, a mighty desire or “thirst” 
for life fills the body. This desire almost uncon- 
sciously goes back to the earthly source for satis- 


isfaction, and when the response is the sop of 


“vinegar,” which is passed up to him, he realizes 
that the things of this world can no longer satisfy 
him, and mortal mind gives up the “ghost.” It is 
this consciousness of mortality that cries out at this 
last breath of its existence, ‘* My God, my God, why 


hast thou forsaken me?” 


Lesson |]. dune 
Christ Risen, dohn 20:11-20. 

The crucifixion, death, resurrection, and ascen- 
sion of Jesus Christ convey in symbols to those who 
study the inner life of man transcendent lessons of 
experience on planes of consciousness of which the 
ordinary man has no concept. Hence to explain 
their meaning in detail is beyond words. It is like 
describing the circulation of the blood to one who 
has not known that he has blood. There is a physi- 
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ology of the soul which is as definite as the physi- 
ology of the body and far more intricate. The spirit, 
soul, and body have their planes of consciousness 
and centres of action, and are governed by laws that 
rule them and preserve their homogenious relation. 
Every person, place, act, position, and word in this 
great drama of Jesus masks the character and 
movement of these various factors of man’s being. 

Those who have studied thought and its capacity 
to build structures visible and invisible have some 
idea of the general character of the individual con- 
sciousness. We may say that there are three planes 
of consciousness open to each individual — the 
super-conscious or pure spiritual, which is the uni- 
versal Christ; the sub-conscious, which is the stored- 
up thought emanations of the individual, the soul; 
and the conscious, or that realm which the I takes 
congnizance of at each moment. 

In the regeneration, which is symbolically des- 
cribed in these experiences of Jesus, the carnal or 
false consciousness, which has been generated 
through ignorant thinking, is eliminated, and the 
I comas into clear understanding of its right rela- 
tion to God. But the body, the instrument of the 
soul, has been so long dominated by the false con- 
sciousness that when it is taken away it lies for a 
time in a comatose condition, the “sleep” which is 
commonly called death, and which results in physi- 
cal disintegration unless the I am has mastered the 
foolishness and ignorance of carnality and cast it 
out of its temple before this sleep comes over it. 
(After letting go of some false belief, if it costa 
struggle, you will have that sense of bodily lassi- 
tude and desire to sleep. It is good and the resur- 
rection will follow.) 

Mary represents the soul, which first awakens 


after the great overcoming. “As she wept she 
stooped down and looked into the sepulchre.” She 
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looks into the earthly consciousness for the I am. 
There she sees two angels, one at the head and one 
at the feet. These are in white and represent the 
purified will and understanding, which henceforth 
rule the body consciousness. But the soul soon dis- 
covers the living I am in her every presence. Then 
she would cling to him, which is the real meaning 
of the words “touch me not.” The soul would hold 
the I am in its limited world instead of letting it 
ascend to the super-conscious realm. 

When we have through the power of true affir- 
mations overcome mortal thought, we should 
remember to not linger in the realm of psychic 
affections but hold ourselves in the high spiritual. 
Then through the lifting-up power of the I am, in 
its true estate, we shall be able to elevate the sub- 
jective consciousness to the heavenly realm of 
thought, and the ascension of the whole man will 
take place in the fulness of that degree (forty days).
